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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to claims filed 1 1/26/08. 



Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the vertical slots must 
be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. The specification states "vertical slots" along a longitudinal axis, however the 
drawing show horizontal slots, element 150. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 28 and 77 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The originally filed application does not 
include "the slots being closed". 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 28 and 77 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Anderson (U.S. Patent No. 4,696,300) and further in view of Barreiro (U.S. Patent 
No. 6,666,872). 

Anderson teaches a fastener for use in a mammalian body, comprising: 

• a first member (14a) 

• a second member (14b) 

• the first and second members having first and second ends (Fig. 1 ) 

• a connecting member (1 2) fixed to each of the first and second members 
intermediate the first and second ends and extending between the first 
and second members (Fig. 1) 

• the first and second members being separated by the connecting member 

• one of the first and second members having a longitudinal axis and a 
through channel (Fig. 4b) along the axis arranged to be slidingly received 
on a tissue piercing deployment wire (1 14a) 

• a pusher (1 1 4b) that pusher the one of first and second members into the 
tissue while on the deployment wire 

Anderson teaches the claimed invention but does not teach a plurality of 
longitudinally spaced vertical slots, however Barreiro teaches at least one of the first 
and second members includes a plurality of longitudinally spaced vertical slots (100) 
rendering the at least one of the first and second members flexible in a direction 
opposite the slots but stiff in a direction of the slots (this is a result of having the slots),

the slots being closed to render the at least one of the first and second members stiff in 
the direction of the slots (on member 90, Fig. 6 Barreiro, the slots are closed). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to include the slots of 
Barreiro with the invention of Anderson, as this aides in fixation and placement of the 
tissue as taught in Barreiro. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/26/08 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicant generally argues: 

• Anderson fails to teach the slots, and Barreiro fails to disclose slots which 
are closed 

The examiner's position is Barreiro teaches slots on member 90 that are closed.
